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TO  THE  PUBLIC. 

After  a  short  suspension  in  the  puhliciition  of 
this  work,  for  the  purpose  of  removini;  the  es- 
tablishment, as  heretofore  proposed,  I  have  the 
pleasure  of  resuming;  my  editorial  labours.  The 
important  change  that  has  been  effected,  with 
respect  to  locality,  and  the  means  of  procuring 
information,  will,  I  am  confident,  enable  me  to 
render  the  paper  more  valuable,  and  also  to  exe- 
cute the  meclianical  part  iii  a  mnch  more  neat 
&i  handsome  style,  than  formerly.  The  extensive 
circulation  it  has  obtained,  and  the  g;reat  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  its  patrons,  within  the 
last  twelve  months,  is  an  evidence  that  my  fee- 
ble exertions  in  the  cause  of  humanity,  have 
been  viewed  in  a  favourable  lii^ht  by  many  of 
my  fellow  citizens;  and  nothing  shall  be  want- 
ina;  that  may  be  within  the  reach  of  my  humble 
abilities,  to  merit  their  future  confidence  and 
support. 

Some,  no  doubt,  who  have  never  had  an  op- 
portunity of  penisin.<^  the  work,  maybe  desirous 
to  know  what  is  the  principle  upon  which  it  is 
conducted,  in  order  to  satisfy  themselves  as  to 
the  propriety  of  patronizing;  it.  A  ie\w  passing; 
remarks,  therefore,  explanatory  of  the  object 
in  view,  may  not  be  unacceptal*le  upon  the  pre- 
sent occasion.  In  performing  this  duty,  how- 
ever, I  shall  be  as  concise  as  the  nature  of  the 
case  will  permit,  hoping;  that  those  who  feel  an 
interest  in  cnrryins;  on  the  work  of  political  re- 
generation, will,  as  opportunities  may  offer,  ex- 
amine the  publication,  and  judge  for  them- 
selves. 

It  is  admitted,  by  tlie  honest  and  the  virtuous, 
in  all  parts  of  our  country,  that  the  system  of 
negro  slavery,  as  it  exists  amongst  us,  is  radical- 
ly wrong — that  it  is  totally  irreconcilable  with 
the  genuine  spirit  of  democratic  or  federal  re- 


or  to  enquire  into  the  political  state  and  condi- 
tion of  their  country,  and  who  repose  in  the 
arms  of  fnncied  security,  leaving  to  others  the 
guardianship  of  their  rights,  and  even  tlieir  po- 
litical existence,  have,  at  times,  been  partially 
troused  from  their  lethargy.  For  a  while,  t  hey 
are  seen  to  gaze,  with  tremulous  anxiety,  u;).)n 
the  horrors  of  the  surrounding  scenery- -'-.Ui- 
mntur  taciti,  et  dubio pro  fvlniine  pendent:'- hut 
n-rceW-ingiio  way  to  escape  the  direful  calamity 
that  is  hastening  apace,  ihey  revert  to  their  for- 
mer state  of  unconscious  apathy,  and  gradually 
lose  sight  of  their  deplorable  condition,  as  the 
voice  of  warning  dies  away  in  the  murmurs  of 
the  popular  breeze  — Meanwhile,  the  storm  is 
brewing;  its  dark  and  lowering  clouds  are  con- 
gregating; and  we  occasionally  hear  the  distant 
bowlings  of  the  tempest !  Experience  teaches 
us  that  our  situation  is  critical,  in  the  extremi^. 
Common  sense  dictates  an  enquiry  into  the 
means  of  av^'ting  tlie  Impeufling  strolce. — Yea, 
all  nature  cries  aloud,  that  something  must  br. 
done  to  appease  the  kindling  wrath  of  outraged 
humanity  and  violated  justice,  ere  the  fate  of  an- 
cient Egypt,  or  of  modern  St.  Domingo,  shall 
be  ours. 

With  (his  view  of  t!ie  stnte  of  affairs,  relatii'c 
to  the  system  of  slavery  in  the  United  States,  I 
have  assumed  the  editorial  office.  My  object  is 
to  draw  the  public  attention  to  this  all-important 
subject,  that  ways  and  means  may  be  devised  to 
rid  our  country  of  the  v/ide-spread  and  desolat- 
ing evil.  It  will  be  a  part  of  my  duty  t  )  investi- 
gate the  conduct  of  public  men,  and  the  expe- 
diency of  public  measures.  I  shall  feai'lessH 
expose  the  vile  management  of  those  who,  I'y, 
open  or  secret  means,  endeavour  to  uphold  and 
perpetuate  the  horrors  of  the  system,  wlienever 
I  may  have  it  in  my  power,  in  case  it  may  appear

While  the  siihject  of  a  roiaoval  of  the 
free  coloured  pojuilation  from  the  United 
Stat'^s  to  the  Ke'iiiblic  of  Ha_yli  en,;a<jjes 
the  attention  ofoir  citizens,  it  rnay  not 
lie  arnisi<  to  enter  inio  an  exainin  ition  of 
the  propriety  and  feasibility  of  the  iiniler- 
takiiuj  as  well  as  the  .neans  which  will 
he  thus  placed  within  the  reach  ol'  those 
unfortunate  people  to  better  their  condi- 
'.ion.  And,  further,  it  may  be  well  brief- 
ly to  review  the  opinloa*  and  conduct  of 
cert.iin  persons  vvlio  hive  arrayed  thein- 
elves  in  oppo'sition  to  the  measure;  as 
we  shall  thereby  have  an  op[)orlunity  of 
testing  their  philantliropy  and  patriotism, 
md  also  the  in>iits  of  the  attempt  in 
'.juestion.  Wit'i  this  view,  1  intend  to 
submit  a  few  oliservalions  to  the  reader^ 
of  this  work,  in  a  short  series  of  numbers 
under  the  above  title,  in  which  I  shall 
pro!) ably  h  ivc  occa-^ion  to  advert  to  the 
policy  pursued  by  the  national  govern- 
nent,  as  well  as  that  of  sundry  distin- 
guished individuals,  who  have  acted  a 
i-onspicuous  part  in  the  -jrand  drama,  or 
solemnfarce,  of  abolishing  the  slave  trade. 
It  is  not  my  intention  to  impeach  the  mo- 
•ive?  of  any;  neillicr  sh  ill  I  hesitate,  when 
I  may  consider  it  es|)edient,  to  arraign 
before  the  bar  of  reason  the  mm  whose 
public  conduct  savours  of  inconsistency 
or  double-dealing,  let  his  name,  station 
md  influence  be  what  it  ntay.  The  sub- 
ject before  us  is  intrinsically  important. 
It  is  identil'ied  with  the  best  interests  of 
our  comaion  country.  .Iiisiice  demands 
that  it  >h  ill  be  thoroughly  investigated, 
[and  ali.solufe  necessity  requires  it;  or 
1  -ven  the  poUtical  salvation  of  thousands 
md  perhaps  millions  of  human  beings  dc- 
ipends  on  it.

In'o  matter  wh  it  adventitious  circumstan- 
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no  matter  what  may  be  his  appearance, 
occupation  or  pursuit;  so  long  as  he  con- 
ducts himself  with  honest  propriety,  ho 
cannot  be  compelled  to  quit  his  native 
land,  by  human  authority,  without  a  vio- 
lation of  the  principle  ot"  justice,  as  well 
as  the  clearest  provisions  of  the  law  of 
nature.  Yet,  notwithstanding  this  senti- 
ment may  be  advanced  as  an  incontro- 
vertible axiom,  still  the  condition  of  a 
people  may  sometimes  be  materially  im- 
proved, and  the  state  of  society  rendered 
much  more  wholesome  and  pleasant,  by 
a  separation  of  certain  individuals,  and 
even  classes,  from  the  main  body  of  a 
community,  when  it  can  be  done  by  the 
consent  o\'  those  removed.  And  this  ge- 
neral remark,  it  will  be  admitted  on  ail 
hands,  is  peculiarly  applicable  to  the  pre 
sent  state  and  condition  of  this  country. — 
Prejudice  too  often  presents  itself  to  us 
as  an  insurmountable  barrier  to  the  at- 
tainment of  happiness;  and  pride  fre- 
quently stimulates  men  with  a  desire  to 
reduce  all,  who  claim  au  equality  with 
them,  below  their  own  level.  In  case 
either  the  one  or  the  other  is  long  indul:;- 
ed,  it  is  with  extreme  ditliculty  that  they 
can  be  overcome.  Had  the  question 
been  put  to  ;i  Diogenes: — "Is  there  any 
essential  ditTerence,  in  point  of  native 
virtue,  between  the  inbaintants  of  thf: 
torrid  zone  and  those  oi  the  tropical  re- 
gions'"— I  think  the  philosopher  would 
have  been  at  a  lo^s  for  an  immediate  an- 
swer. He  would  have  iiesitated  whether 
to  attach  a  greater  degree  of  presumption, 
or  of  ignorance,  to  the  interrogator.  Yet, 
it  would  seem  that  the  j)rejudice  of  niany 
in  this  country  wovdd  furnish  a  reaciy  re- 
l)Iy.  They  must  consider  the  coloured 
tribes  of  men  bordering  on  the  equator, 
as  well  as  their  descendants  here,  less 
virtuous,  in  general,  than  themselves,  or 
it  wiil  be  difficult  to  determine  upon  what 
grounds  t';ey  justify  their  enslavement.* 

•There  are  huudieds,  nay  tlioiisands,  in  tlii.s 
blessed  country-  of  iiijht  and  liherly,  who  verily 
believe  that  the  devil,  and  all  that  pertains  to  t!ie 
infernal  regions,  is  black!  On  the  other  hand, 
the  is;norant  inhabitants  of  Africa  suppose  tht; 
same  hft'inz  to  be  wIuIfJ  !  It  is  quite  proi)lemat- 
ical,  however,  which  of  those  ])eople  are  the 
most  "ignorant:"  thousrh  the  Africans  may  ar-' 


The  circumstance  of  a  white  man  having 
l)een  reduced  to  bondage  in  the  'Turl.isli 
dominions,  or  elsewhere,  is  not  sufficient 
to  invalidate  his  claim  to  fi'eedom,  when 
lie  arrives  to  our  shores;  much  less  to 
work  corruption  of  blood,  or  disfranchise 
his  offspring.  It  would  seem,  that  colour 
is  considered  to  have  a  kind  of  talisman- 
ic  influence;  and  is  thought  to  be  t'  e  line 
ofdemarkation  between  those  possessed 
of  superior  endowments  and  the  common 
herd  of  human  beings.  The  cnlour  of  the 
skin  being  viewed  as  an  emblematic  re- 
presentation ofthe  strength  of  the  intel- 
lectual faculties,*  is  t!ie  well  known  sig- 
nal by  which  its  possessor  exhiiiits  his  title 
to  respectfid,  or  contem|)tuous  treatment, 
when  he  is  not  personally  known  The 
colour  of  a  man  is,  indeed,  supposed  by 
some,  to  be  a  distinguishing  characteristic 
of  the  species  to  which  he  belongs;! 
though  in  other  parts  ofthe  animal  crea- 
tion it  is  not  estimated  as  such,  and  we 
have  no  further  evidence  that,  among 
human  beings,  more  than  one  species  ever 
existed.  Such  are  the  prejudices  we  im- 
bibed in  our  infancy  and  have  cherished 
n   maturor  age,  and  so   completely    are 


no  thnt  thev  have  some  proofs  of  tlie  correct- 
ness of  their  opinion. 

*The  great  .lefferson  appears  to  have  falif^ii 
.nto  this  mistaken  notion.  He  supposes  that  the 
blacks  are,  by  nature,  inferior  to  the  whites  in 
mental  capacity.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  he 
has,  ere  this  day,  seen  his  error,  for  we  have  had 
sufficient  evidence,  w'thin  the  last  fifteen  or 
twenty  years,  to  demonstrate  that  the  onrn'on 
cannot  1)6  supported  either  upon  the  prin(;iplos 
of  reason,  revelation,  or  experience.  Tjie  senti- 
ment havinarbeen  promulo:ated  bv  syh  a  mnn, 
has,  notu'ithstandincj,  ha<l  a  mighty  efFect  in  seal- 
ing tlie  bandage  that  avarice  and  superstition 
placed  over  the  eyes  of  manv,  while  (he  lisrlif  of 
republican  science  was  enveloped  in  the  foss  of 
royal  and  feudal  folly.  Few  men,  in  tli'sor  ariv 
other  nation,  have  done  more  tov.-ards  dispellin;; 
the  mental  iloom  of  that  eventful  period  tlian  tl'.n 
sage  of  Monticello;  but  in  the  case  before  u.^,  \Xf\ 
have  fiM'ther  proof  ihaf'to  err,  is  human."'  And 
it  may  be  added,  that  the  densitv  of  surround' n 2; 
vapour  mav  sometimes  blear  the  vision  of  tliR 
most  discernins;  and  acute  observer.

will,  as  they  proceed  in  the  investigation 
of  the  subject,  be  removed;  and  as  faci- 
lities for  emigration  may  be  aiTorded,  o|)- 
portunities  will  be  eagerly  embraced*. — 
We  cannot  expect  that  in  the  beginning  of 
a  work  of  such  magnitude,  the  same  ardor 
will  be  manifest  among  the  uninformed 
part  of  the  population,  white  or  coloured, 
that  may  be  looked  for  when  all  shall  be- 
come acquainted  with  its  practicability 
and  importance. — Yet  we  fmd  that  Ihe 
measure  is  exceedingly  popular  among  all 
classes,  (with  a  few  exceptions)  in  those 
sections  of  the  country  where  the  nature 
of  it  is  best  understood.  Many  extensive 
proprietors  of  slaves  have  not  only  ex- 
pressed a  willingness,  but  a  desire,  to  li- 
berate them,  on  condition  of  their  being 
sent  out  of  the  country.  There  is  now  a 
place  prepared,  and  all  things  are  in  readi- 
ness— nothing  but  a  tritle  of  expense  to 
hinder  them  from  carrymg  their  wishes 
into  etfect — and  this  obstruction  will  va- 
nish as  the  public  mind  becomes  more 
closely  attached  to  the  oicasure  in  con- 
templation. 

Thus,  taking  every  thing  connected 
with  the  subject  into  consideration,  the 
propriety  of  seconding  the  propositions 
of  the  Haytien  Cabinet  is  plainly  appa- 
rent. In  my  next,  1  shall  make  some  cal- 
culations,  to  show  the  practicability  and 


the  desire  to  Serve  the  cause  of  humanity,  I  have  thoiiflit 
that  a  finer  occasion  could  not  have  presented  itself  to  ofler 
an  agreeable  hospitality,  a  sure  asylum,  to  the  unfortunate 
men,  '.vho  iiave  the  alternative  of  going  to  seek  upon  thr 
barbarous  shores  of  Jfrica,  misery  or  certain  death.

Every  one  can  perceive  perfectly  that  it  will  be  an  infalli- 
ble means  of  augmenting  the  commerce  of  the  United 
States,  by  multiplying  relations  between  two  people,  the 
similarity  of  whose  principles  of  legislation  and  govern- 
ment ought  necessarily  to  render  them  frieiuls,  although  a 
blind  prejudice  seems  until  now  to  have  put  obstacles  in 
the  way  of  more  direct  relations  between  tlie  one  and  the 
Other.  Light  and  piiilanthropy  will  doubtless  make  justice 
and  reason  to  triumph." 

*^lready  has  t!ie  agent  of  the  Haytien  government  seni 
out  six  or  seven  hundred  persons  from  Bait  more,  Phil- 
adelphia and  New  York,  in  the  short  sjiace  of  four  months

A  vei^y  eminent  Lawyer,  in  Tennessee, 
lately  volunteered  his  services  to  advo- 
cate a  person  who  had  been  fined  ior  ibu- 
smg  a  free  man  of  colour.  He  proposed 
to  shew  that  coloured  persons  h.ive  no 
rights  under  the  Constitution  of  the  U. 
States,  but  that  they  are  to  be  viewed  on- 
ly in  the  light  of  chaltel  property.  An 
appeal  was  made  by  the  defendant  to  a 
higher  court,  .titer  the  first  decision,  in  the 
expectation  that  some  irresistahle  argu- 
ments would  be  brought  forward,  and  a 
grand  (iisplay  oi'  learning  and  eloquence 
exhibited.  The  plaintill",  by  his  friends 
and  counsel,  being  willing  to  aid  the  op- 
posing attorney  into  public  notice,  en- 
gaged a  reporter  to  take  down  notes  of  the 
trial,  and  of  the  speeches,  pro  and  con, 
tor  publication,  in  this  paper.  Able 
counsel  were  employed,  on  the  side  oithe 
plaintifl',  to  hold  the  aspiring  barrister 
steady  in  his  march  to  fame,  a. id,  the  peo- 
ple in  the  vicinity  of  the  place  were  all 
eye  and  ear  when  the  suit  was  brought 
forward.  It  was  thought  to  be  the  great- 
est stretch  of  |)resu  option,  ibr  a  man  to 
set  up  such  a  doctrine,  that  has  hsteiy  l)een 
recorded  in  the  annals  oi' judicial  investi- 
gation. Many  were  surprised,  sonie  as- 
tonished, and  a  few  were  pleased,  u[)on 
the  occasion.  The  gentleman  is  consi- 
dered an  Ajax  at  the  bar,  and  much  was 
expected  from  h  m.  Well,  the  trial  came 
on;  anxiety  was  on  tiptoe;  and  vvh  it  did 
he  do? — Poor  man!  having  discovered 
that  the  proceedings  of  the  trial  were  to 
be  published,  his  heart  sunk  witiiin  him, 
tnd  no  speechifyiuir  -was  done ! ! !

New  Emancipation  Socik.ties.  It  must 
be  a  source  of  peculiar  gralitic  'lion  to  th-c' 
friends  of  universal  Irectiom,  in  theL/iu- 
ted  States,  to  observe  the  signs  of  the 
times,  and  to  mark  the  progress  of  the 
great  work  of  African  emancipation  in 
those  sections  of  our  country  where  the 
fetters  yet  gall  the  limbs,  and  the  cl:ains 
yet  dangle  from  the  necks,  of  hapless  & 
miserable  slaves.  Much  has  been  done, 
of  late,  by  the  humane  and  the  philan- 
thropic, to  draw  the  public  attention  to 
this  important  subject,  ^i  we  may  saiely 
indulge  the  hope  that  it  h.'S  not  been  with- 
out its  eflect.  The  editor  ot  this  paper 
has  received  the  most  satisiactory  assu- 
rances that  the  opponents  of  slavery  are 
fast  increasing  in  the  south;  that  the  voice 
of  justice  is  beginning  to  be  heard  where 
erst  the  clanking  of  chains  and  the  moans 
of  the  wretched  dwelt  upon  the  ear;  ami 
that  the  light  of  universal  liberty  is  dawn- 
ing where  the  gloomy  veil  of  avarice  re- 
cently ensi  rouded  the  human  mind,  and 
the  monster  Oppression  sat,  unmolested, 
on  his  tiirone  of  guilt. 

The  reader  will  perceive,  in  the  sub- 
sequent pages  of  this  iN  umber,  that  six 
new  Associations  have  been  recently 
formed  in  North-Carolina,  all  of  which 
are  expected  to  become  branches  of  the 
Manumission  Society  of  that  state.  This 
society  was  organized  several  years  since, 
and  was  composed  of  a  number  of  l)ran- 
ches:  but  owing  to  some  defect  in  their 
system  of  management,  or,  perhaps,  to  a 
want  of  activity  and  exertion  among  the 


greater  portion  oi  its  meml»ers,  it  has  been 
in  a  languishing  state  for  some  time  past, 
aiiu,  consequently,  its  inlluence  was  very 
limited. — Within  a  short  period,  howev- 
er, a  new  constitution  has  been  trained, 
which  it  is  believed  will  be  adopted  by 
the  society;  and  to  use  the  language  of 
one  ol  its  most  active  members,  upon  a 
late  occasion,  we  may  cheenully  enter- 
tain the  hope  that  ir  is  "■about  to  take  a 
new  start."  It  is  understood  that  the 
new  associations,  m  that  state,  arc  all 
wormed  in  jilaces  where  nothing  of  the 
kind  was  ever  beiore  attenq»ied. 

A  letter  to  the  editor  from  West  Ten- 
nessee, mentions  the  loriiiation  ol  a  soci- 
ety, very  recently,  at  Columbia  in  that 
State,  it  is  denominated  the  "Moral  and 
Religious  Society."  The  writer  ob- 
serves, that  It  is  uncertain  whether  it 
will  become  a  branch  oi  the  Manumissi- 
on Society  of  Tennessee  or  not. — Its  ob- 
ject, liowever,  is  the  abolition  of  slavery. 

In  many  parts  oi  the  state  of  Virginia, 
the  principle  of  universal  emanqipatioii 
is  extending,  and  its  advocates  are  em- 
l)odying  tiiemselves  and  organizing  asso- 
ciations lor  the  special  purpose  oi  pro- 
mulgating their  sentiments  and  concen- 
trating their  operations.  About  a  year 
since  the  incipient  steps  were  taken 
towards  ibrming  a  society  for  the  aboli- 
tion ot  slavery  in  Loudoun  county,  in 
that  state.  A  letter  to  the  editor,  from  one 
ol'  the  members,  dated  August  i£4,  ib24, 
intorms  that  it  consists  of  about  twenty 
persons.  The  writer  adds,  that  at  a 
meeting  a  short  time  previous  to  that 
date,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
Iraught  a  Constitution,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  society.  This,  it  is  believed, 
is  the  iirst  association  of  the  kind  that 
as  ever  appeared  in  Virginia;  but  it 
will,  in  all  probability,  soon  be  ai'ed  by 
a  number  of  auxiliaries.  In  Dinwidie  is: 
Graysoa  counties,  something  of  the  kind 
may  be  looked  lor  shortly:  and  in  the 
counties  of  Frederick,  llockmgham, 
Sr.enandoah,  BedionI,  \\\ashington,  Lee, 
Ohio,  &c.  &c.  the  advocates  oi'eniancipa- 
tion  are  numerous,  and  may  be  expected 
to  aid  in  promoting  the  righteous  and  ben- 
evolent Avork.

A  late  writer,  in  Paris,  estimates  the 
population  of  Brazil  at  tour  niillions  ol 
souls,  it  is  divided  as  follows: — C4o,00() 
whites;  259,400  Indians;  426,000  free 
mulatoes;  li)9,500  free  blacks;  1,930,000 
slaves.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that,  leav-

Resolved,  That  considering  the  deplor- 
able situation  of  a  great  portion  ol  our  be- 
loved country,  on  account  ofthe  existence 
of  Negro  Slavery  among  us;  and  viewing 
with  pleasure  the  laudable  exertions  mak 
ing  in  many  places  for  the  final  extinction 
of  that  great  evil,  it  is  expedient  and  pro- 
per to  form  a  society  in  this  place,  to  aid 
our  brethren  in  other  parts  of  the  coun 
try  in  etfecting  their  praise-worthy  un- 
dertaking. 

Resolved  That  the  persons  who  sub- 
scribe to  the  resolutions  and  proceedings 
of  this  meeting,  with  those  who  may 
hereafter  become  members,  shall  consti- 
tute an  association  for  the  above  pur- 
pose. 

It  was  then  ordered  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  draught  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  this  association;  and  William 
Pickett  and  Thomas  Thompson  were 
chosen.  They  were  also  directed  to  re- 
port at  the  next  meeting.
